at home which

been postponed so long we can 
postpone them no longer. State and 
local governments have obligations 
no less in peacetime than the obli- 
gations of the Washington regime 


•4. We need reinforcements for state 
highways, public schools, and pub- 
lic health. All these were sacri- 
ficed to the needs of the federal 
government during the war, and 
for four years afterward. Today 
we need further retrenchment of 
federal expenditures and a cor- 
responding cut in federal taxation 
not merely for the relief of the 
taxpayer but so some part of pre- 
sent taxation may be split off for 
state and local purposes.

.aAswerable reply to the Washing- 
iitort bureaucrats.

Chicago, Jan. 13 —(UP) —A few 


cities reported food price reduc- 
tions today in 
line 
with recent 


wholesale price cuts but grocers in 
several 
cities marked up citrus 


fruits because of the 
California 


freeze. 


Egg and butter prices were lower 


at New York, Chicago and Salt 
Lake City. 
j 
But prices on most fresh vege- 
[tables rose sharply at San Fran- 
i cisco as a result of the big freeze 
that wiped out much of the Cali- 
fornia citrus and truck crops. 
Broccoli was 
up 
1 cent and 


cauliflower 2 cents. Tomatoes were 
marked up 8 cents in the last two 
days 
and 
cucumbers 
7 
cents. 
Prices 
on 
grapefruit, 
cabbage, 


celery, avocadoes and lemons were 
exoected to rise shortly. 


Salt Lake City retails said prices 


would be marked up "soon" on 
California lemons 
and 
oranges. 


Lemons were expected to be boost- 
ed 4 cents a pound and oranges 5 


I cents. 


At New York, the A. & P. stores 


cut large grade a brown and white 
eggs from 69 to 65 cents and the 
Grand Union stores reduced grade 
A white eggs four cents to 
71 
cents. 


The A & P also reduced prices 


I on 38 meat items, slashing sirloin 
'steak from 65 to 59 cents and pork 
loin from 49 to 45.

Storm warnings were 
lowered 


over most of the nation's map to- 
day as temperatures 
moderated 


and generally fair conditions pre- 
vailed. 


There were only a few precipi- 
tation belts. Some rain fell in the 
valleys and along 
the 
coast 
in 


Southern 
California. There was 
more snow in the mountains. The 
rain and rising temperatures indi- 
cated a melting of most 
of 
the 


snow which had hit the normally 
snow-less area the past four days. 


But the storm-harrassed areas ot 
some suothwest and south central 
states still felt the 
effects 
of 
a 


throe-day ice storm. 


In the 
Pacific 
Northwest, a 


breakdown of the northwest elec- 
trical power pool still threatened. 
Streams in the 
inland mountain 


sections are choked with ice after 
a week of severe cold but 
there 
was hope of rising 
temperatures 


However, the mercury dropped to 
five below zero at Eaphrata, Wash, 
today. 


In many Missouri and Kansas 
communities, hard 
hit 
by 
ice 


storms, communications and elec- 
tric service were on a limited ba- 
sis. 
Parsons, Kans., a city of 17,- 


000 still was 
without electricity. 


Olher large Kansas 
cities which 


suffered 
heavily 
included Pitts- 


burg, 
Coffeyvillc 
Independence 
and Chanute. 


There were thousands of wire 
breaks in the two states and also 
in Oklahoma, Texas and Arkansas. 
The Southwestern Bell Telephone 
company estimated 
damages 
of 


$1,825,000 in the five states.

Manganese 


_ Little Rock, 
Jan. 13 —(UP) — 


Stops to encourage further explora- 
tions of manganese deposits" near 
Batesville were announced today 
by State Geologist Harold Foxhall. 


He conferred yesterday with Di- 


I rector Wayne Fletcher of the Slate 
Resources and development com- 
mission and with Reed Denis'on of 
Batesville. Denison has been min- 
ing the ore for several years. 


The geologist explained that Rus- 
sia's cancellation of contracts to 
ship the ore to the United States 
has brought about renewed inter- 
est in the Arkansas deposits, which 
are among three remaining areas 
in this country. 


He said Batesville stood second 


in the nation's production during 
1030-40, and that small amounts 
are still being mined. 


The biggest obstacle to increased 


operations, he added, is the gov- 
, ernment's refusal to authorize the 


I stockpiling of the ore because of 
| its phosphorous content. 


Foxhall said he is doing all he 


can to encourage the U. S. Bureau 
of Mines to begin extensive explor- 
ations of the Arkansas deposits 
and to start metallurgical work in 
order to discover ways to utiliz- 
ing lower grade ores.

Bond Proposal Reaches Both 
Houses; Schools to Favor 
Property Tax Says McMath 


Little Rock, Jan. 13 —(/P)— Gov- 
ernor McMath's proposal to issue 
bonds to finance highway construc- 
tion was introduced in the Arkan- 
sas house of representatives today. 


At the same time, Speaker Carl 
Hendrix said a public hearing on 
the plan will be held in the house 
chamber at 4 p. m. Monday. 


A similar bill is pending in the 
senate. 


Both measures would submit the 
proposal to 
issue 
$28,000,000 
in 
nignway bonds during the next four 
years to the electorate in a spe- 
cial election early this year. 


Earlier today, McMath said at a 
news conference that no work on 
Arkansas highways will be sched- 
uled until action is completed on 
the bond proposal. 


Governor 
McMath said 
today 
that once the program is approved, 
an overall highway 
construction 
plan for the state will be sched- 
uled and put into operation. 


The governor added at his morn- 
ing news conference that any work 
scheduled by the former highway 
commission "will be honored."

tives, which quit work early yes- 
terday because it didn't have any- 
thing to do, came back today to 
see if things had picked up any. 


One possible odd job was to re-

The bill would authorize an elec- 


tion on Governor McMath's propos- 
al for bond issues totaling $^8,000,- 
UOO for highway construction over 
a four-year period. 
The 
issues 


would partly finance a 
proposed 


.p80,000,UOO road building program. 


There was talk the house might 
just give up today for the week- 
end unless business was better. Up 
to today it had received and passed 
three bills. 


Little .Rock, Jan. 13 — (fP)~ 
The 


Arkansas Senate today may pass 
the administration-sponsored high- 
way bond bill. 


When it was introduced yester- 
day it bore the signatures of 24 
senators, enough to assure its pas- 
sage. It was read twice and placed 
on the calendar, thus readying it 
for final action. 


The bill followed the form out- 
lined by Governor McMath in his 
administration address. It calls, for 
a special election for a vote of 
?28,UOO,OUO of bond issues in four 
years to finance -,,-part, of a ipro- 
posed $80,000,000 "road'"construction 
program. Interest on 
the 
bonds 


would be limited to an average of 
not more than 3.2 per cent. 


The senate yesterday passed a 


house bill to appropriate $247,000 
for house salaries and expenses.

tax, 
which by statute expired last 
year, be re-enacted for one year 
to finance necessary improvements 
at the University 
of Arkansas 


Medical school and construction of 
a state medical center. 


"It is my personal belief," Mc- 


Math said at his morning news 
conference "that when the school 
people get the revenue envisioned 
by the revised stabilization act, 
thy will go along on the medical 
school proposal." 


McMath said he plans to 
ask 


the full constitutional maximum 
of one and one-half mills. 


He added that apparently it will 


not be possible to levy the state 
property tax for 1949 and it will 
be necessary to levy it for 1950. 


Asked what he anticipated would 


happen to assessments if the state 
levies a nine and a half-mill tax 
and school districts increase their 
millagc 12 or more mills, the gov- 
ernor replied that he believes that 
it would have no effect. He said 
the people apparently approved of 
such tax increases by approval of 
initiated 
acts and amendments 


authorizing them in the last gen- 
eral election. 


He recalled also that in his in- 


augural address he outlined pro- 
posed steps to obtain equalized 
property 
assessments. 


McMath declared yesterday he 
considers revival of the property 
tax as an emergency measure to 
provide for a medical center.

New York — (/Pi — Harry S. Tru- 


man may have the biggest presi- 
dentia 
inauguration 
festival in 
American history. But he'll have to 
go some to beat one record set by 
a homely Republican predecessor. 
That's in the matter of kissing. 
The 
chap? 
Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Honest Abe bussed no fewer than 34 
girls at his first inauguration—one 
from each state. 


Past inaugurations have tended 


to reflect the mood — stormy, sad 
or gay — through which the na- 
tion was passing. A number of the 
incidents and oddities are called 
by Jewell Casey in the current is- 
sue of "The Holy Name Journal." 


George Washington was the only 


president inaugurated in two cities 
— New York and Philadelphia. At 
Lhe first ceremony the "father of 
his country" sturdily asserted the 
zconomic independence of the new- 
oorn republic with 
a 
"made 
in 


Amerca" brown suit. It was woven 
from the wool of American sheep. 


Washngton's 
second inaugural 


address was the shortest yet —134 
words. 
Frank 
D. Roosevelt re- 


turned to this pattern some years 
later. In his fourth inaugural ad- 
dress FDR used only 500 words. 


John Adams was so galled over 


the larger popularity of his succes- 
sor, 
Thomas Jefferson, , that 
he 


left Washington early in the morn- 
ing 
to 
avoid 
seeing Jefferson 


sworn 
into 
office. 
This habit 


seemed to run in the Adams fam- 
ily, for, 28 years later John's son. 
President John Quincy Adams, got 
out 
of 
town 
fast, 
too, so 


he couldn't have to watch Andy 
Jackson, his, bitter rival, succeed 
him. 


William Henry Harrison drew a 


huge crowd to his inaugural. 
A 


month later there came an even 
larger crowd—to his funeral. The 
old hero, most elderly man ever 
elected to the White House, caught 
a cold at the first ceremony, and 
wore himself out dancing at each 
of three inaugural balls that night. 


Both Jefferson and Harrison rode 


to their inaugurals on horseback. 
Martin Van Buren rode in a wood- 
en carriage made from the timbers 
of the frigate Constitution. Warren 
Harding was the first president to 
dispense with Dobbin. He arrived 
in a motor car—and he kissed the 
same Bible that had known the 
lips of George 
Washington. The 


first armored motor car appeared 


in the tense 1017 inauguration of 
Woodrow Wilson. 


On a number of occasions it ap- 
pears someone forgot to invite the 
weather forecaster. Bad weather 
hampered the ceremonies at inau- 
curals of James Madison, William 
Henry Harrison, James K. 
Polk 


(he was sworn into office under an 
Umbrella), 
Benjamin 
Harrison, 


William 
Taft, and Franklin D. 


Roosevelt, who took the oath bare- 
headed in the rain in 1037. By 1044, 
his fourth time up, wiseacres were 
saying .Roosevelt knew the 
oath 
backwards. 


Two of the 
biggest inaugural 
eggs were laid by a chunky man 
who fought the South, with a cigar 
in his mouth—Gen. U. S. Grant. 
Both ceremonies wore 
mis-man- 
aged duds. The general 
was so 


mad at retiring President Andrew 
Johnson that he let Johnson know 
he couldn't even come along for 
the ride. 


Several hundred canaries helped 


turn the second Grant inaugural 
ball into a $60.000 turkey. It was 
so cold the birds refused to sing 
or fly around the ballroom, 
tho 


food was too chilled to eat, and the 
canaries and the guests sal there 
un their feathers and furs — and 
glared at each other. 


Another 
oddity: 
No American 


mother actually walehed her son 
become president until James A. 
Garfield's 
inaugural. 
Garfield's 


first act as the nation's leader was 
to kiss tho woman who had borno 
him in a frontier 
log 
cabin 40 


years before. But her pride did not 
outlive the year. An assassin struck 
down the president four 
months 
later. 


Perhaps the strangest an-i most 


moving induction into the 
uresi- 


dency was that of Calvin Coolidsc. 
sworn int9 the highest office in the 
land by his own father, a justice of 
the peace, in a 
simple Vermont 


farmhouse lit only by a /lis-xering 
kerosene lamp. No other 
father 
has had that privilege. 


But the real unsuny hero 
of 


American 
presidential 
inaugura- 


tions was the late Chief 
Justice 


Melville Weston 
Fuller, oflen a 


bridesmaid but never 
the bride. 
Probably Ihe one man who had 
reason to know the 
oath 
better 


than Franklin D. Roosevelt, Chief 
Justice Fuller swore men into the 
"••"-•idency six times, ending with 
13ft.

Washington, Jan. 13 — (/Pj — Sen- 
ator Pepper (D-FIa) said 
today 


that he and two colleagues are 
seeking President 
Truman's go- 
ahead on a vast new public health 
program. 


The Florida lawmaker :old a re- 
porter the group is urging the ad- 
ministration to back a single piece 
of legislation which would wrap up 
Mr. Truman's national health in- 
surance plan with 
a 
half dozen 
other related proposals. 


Pepper and Senators Murray (D- 


Mont) and Humphrey (D-Minn) al- 
ready have discussed the idea with 
Federal Security Administrator Os- 
car R. Ewing, it 
was 
learned. 
Ewing 
reportedly 
promised 
to 


study the matter and decide wheth- 
er to lake it up with the president. 
Pepper said that besides health 
insurance, such 
an omnibus bill 
would provide for: 


1. Increased federal aid for hos- 
pital construction. 


2. Medical research. 
3. Federal aid to medical schools 
and students. 


4. A nurses recruiting program. 
5. Expansion of the U. S. public 
health service. 


6. A dental program. 
In his state of the union message 
Mr. Truman renewed his request 
for universal health insurance. The 
program would be financed gen- 
erally by payroll taxes. 


An administration bill to carry 
it out already has been introduced 
However, it again faces stiff oppo- 
sition, both within congress ' and 
from the American Medical asso- 
ciation. 


Pepper said the other phases of 
more comprehensive program he 
has in mind undoubtedly will go 
before congress in separate bills 
if they are not lumped" together. 
"Each phase is aimed at the 
same objective—improvement 
of 
the health of all of our people," 
Pepper said. "So why not put them 
all 
together 
and 
do 
a 
real 
job of it?" 


Pepper said he has no intention 


of pressing for full scale operation 
of such a prjgram at the outset. 


"It would have to be a gradual 
thing, but it seems to me, and the 
others who are interested in this 
that there ought to be a star on 
an integrated rather hatn a piece- 
meal basis," Pepper declared. 
He 
predicted that 
the demo- 


cratic-controlled 81st congress "is 
going to make more progress in 
the health field than any other con- 
gress in history."
